RESPONSE TO NOTICE TO COMPLY WITH REQUIREMENTS FOR PATENT 
APPLICATION CONTAINING NUCLEOTIDE SEQUENCE AND/OR AMINO ACID 

SEQUENCE DISCLOSURES 



A Notice to Comply with Requirements for Patent Application Containing Nucleotide 
Sequence and/or Amino Acid Sequence Disclosures (hereinafter "Notice") issued in the above- 
referenced case on September 16, 2009. In brief, the Notice asserts that the Sequence Listing 
submitted on January 30, 2008 fails to comply with the Requirements of 37 CFR 1.821-1.825. 
Specifically, the Examiner alleges that: 

37 CFR 1.822(c)(5) requires that all nucleotide sequences in the sequence listing 
be presented in the 5' to 3' direction. Sequences 7, 8, 40, 12 (as per sections 
[0254] and [0260] of the specification) have been presented in the sequence 
listing in the 3' to 5' direction. Appropriate correction is required. 

Contrary to the Examiner's assertion. Applicants respectfully note that three of the 
sequences questioned by the Examiner {Le., sequences 7, 8 and 12) are in fact listed in the 3' to 
5' orientation in paragraphs [0254] and [0260] of the specification as filed. As such, these 
sequences were correctly reoriented to the 5' to 3' direction in the Sequence Listing, pursuant to 
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37 CFR 1.822(c)(5). Additionally, sequence 40 is already correctly oriented in the 5' to 3' 
direction in both the Sequence Listing and the specification. 

Moreover, Applicants note that (1) a computer readable form (CRF) of the Sequence 
Listing, (2) an Amendment specifically directing entry of the Sequence Listing into the 
Sequence Listing, and (3) a Statement Pursuant to 37 CFR 1.821-1.825 were submitted along 
with the substitute Sequence Listing on January 30, 2009. 

Accordingly, Applicants respectfully maintain that the Sequence Listing filed on January 
30, 2009 fully conforms with the sequence rules (Le., 37 CFR 1.822(c)(5), in particular). As 
such, issuance of the present Notice was unwarranted and Applicants respectfully request that 
the Examiner reconsider and withdraw the Notice. 
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
